Some Animals In Winter.

The snowy owl and the snow buntings 
that come to us from the far north 
have whitish plumage that blends har¬ 
moniously with the prevailing white¬ 
ness of the landscape. But perhaps 
the most interesting example of all Is 
the weasel, whose fur in the summer 
has a peculiarly soft shade of reddish 
brown, but in the winter is pure white 
except at the tip of the tail. It is 
probable that this black point is useful 
to Its owner in diverting the attention 
of a carnivorous bird or of a beast of 
prey, as the black spot is more readily 
seen than the white body of the an¬ 
imal. It is said, too, that if the tip is 
covered with snow the whole weasel 
becomes clearly visible and that if the 
first snowfall is later than usual It is 
claimed by some naturalists that the 
color change is delayed accordingly. 
The turning white takes place when 
most needed.—St. Nicholas.
